I crossed the 15-yard wide Avre 
on a bridge thrown up by the 
French engineers two hours after 
the attack started last Thursday. 
Morizel, the tiny suburb of Mo- 
reuil west of the river, had ceased to 
exist. It was hardly possible to rec- 
ognize the location of buildings in 
the enormous rubbish heap. In Mo- 
reuil itself houses were still burn- 
ing, and from time to time the thud

LONDON, Aug. 12.—The news of

Without those re- 
serves, it is considered that Marshal 
Foch would have been precluded from 
taking the offensive on any such con- 
siderable scale as, owing to their be- 
ing in the background, he was able 
to do. He might, and probably would, 
have struck heavy blows wherever 
the enemy gave him an opening, but 
the boldness of his strategical offens- 
ive would necéssarily have been ham- 
pered by considerations of expediency 
arising out of the. question of avail- 
able reserves.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
/IN FRANCE, Aug. 12.—The an- 
mouncement of the organization of 
the first American field army marks 
a@ Yniléstone in the military effort 
of the United States. There will 

- goon be other, milestones passed. 

The announcement means that 
America now has in the field -her 
first large military unit. While the 

exact size may not, be given, it may 
be said to number more than 300,000 
men. Heretofore the largest Ameri- 
can unit in operation has been an 
army corps. 

In one sense, the organization of 
the first American army means that 
the American military effort has “ar- 
rived” in a large way. Heretofore 
the Americans have been pupils, 

more or less. Now enough divisions 
and corps have been graduated from 
the school of experience to make an 
army, which ‘stands independent of 
. the tutors and ready to perform any 
tasks laid upon it. 

Foreshadowing the announcement 
of the first American army, these 
dispatches recently told the succes- 
sive steps by which American units 
from companies up to corps cast off 
their swaddling clothes and became 
self-supporting. 

. Pershing to Stabilize Force. 

It was explained how at first the 
smaller units served under. their 
own commanders, under French 
‘commanders of the next higher unit, 

~~ and how as the size of the Ameritan 
unit ‘increased so the responsibility 
increased. It is from realization of 

- this that General Pershing himself 
has assumed active command of the 
first American army. , 

No statement is made’officially as 
to how long he will- retain those 
duties in addition to those of Com- 
mander in Chief, but it is safe to 
state, that he will do so until the 
first American army has earned a 
name for itself. 

The divisions making up the army 
have already made their name in re- 
cent battles, and it is safe to judge 
of the coming deeds of the army by 
the performance of its constituent 
elements. No one, not even the Ger- 

mans, denies the bravery and ardor 


of the American soldier, and in re- 


cent operations the American staffs 
have gained an experience which 
justifies the belief that they will 
perform their larger tasks with 
credit to their country’s military 
reputation. 

Each American division consists 
of 30,000 men. Each corps com- 
prises two or more divisions, and an 
army a number of corps.’ The corps 
commanders who have been named 
for the first American army are 
Major Generals Liggett, Bullard, 
Bundy, Reed, and Wright. This in- 
dicates five corps in the army, and 
as each corps will have at least two 
divisions, this indicates a strength 
of at least 300,000 men. In addition 
* there are auxiliary troops, air 
squads, tank service, heavy artillery, 
and so on.

|» Boon to Have Group of Armies.

The ‘allied offensive in Picardy. ap- 
Pears to have come to a complete halt 
for the moment. Both British and 
French reports of yesterday have no 
mew gains to record of any moment. 
This does not mean that the advance 
has come to a permafient stop by any 
means. But all of these great move-. 
ments are marked by phases. They go 
through a systematic proess which has 
been followed invariably in every major 
offensive we have seen since March 2ist. 

The first phase is the great cpening 
rush in which relatively great stretches 
of territory are overrun and great numi- 
bers of prisoners taken. In this phase 
the losses of the offensive troops are 
small, the losses of the defensive ex- 
tremely heavy in comparison. 

The next phase is marked by a short 
halt in the advance, due to the infantry 
and cavalry running away from the ar- 
tillery.. This matter of keepffig the ar- 
tilery. up with a rapid advance is a 
most difficult one. The movement of 
shells alone involves enormous difficul- 
ties of transport. Ammunition dumps 
which have taken weeks to build up can- 
not obviously be moved forward over 
night, ; 3 

Again, the offensive army is moving 
away from its artillery and its supplies, 
while the defensive or retiring troops 
are moying toward theirs. There must 
therefore come a time when the advance 
has to meet the artillery of the defense 
while having nothing adequate of its 
own with which to battle. 

Then comes the lull while new supplies 
are moving up, new artillery concentra- 
tions effected. When this lull is over, 
the battle continues, but instead of be- 
ing marked by spirited advances of 
eonsiderable depth, becomes really a 
series of battles for limited objectives. 
This is what we now see the allied of- 
fensive coming to. It has almost 
reached the stage now of a fight for 
this town or that without any apparent 
expectation of continuing the advance 
on a, wide_scale. 

The allied objectives in this case are 
not difficult to see. Chaulnes remains 
a point of some importance, although 
the allied advance to within two miles 
of the railroad junction has done much 
to reduce its importance. There are 
twod junctions at Chaulnes, one just 
south of the town, where the railroad 
running north. from Roye meets the 
Nesle-Amiens road, and the _ second, 
where the road to Péronne joins the 


same parent stem. ‘The latter is about 
a mile east of the ‘former. 

‘Another such point is Roye, which is 
not a railroad junction, but is a most 
Amportant point on the railroad, and 
is of further importance by virtue of 
the highways which meet and cross 
there. It is really the point toward 
which all the roads of the salient con- 
verge: ‘This town, however, ‘is also 
under close artillery fire, so that, like 
Chaulnes, it has lost much of its mil- 
itary value. It is undoubtedly clogged 
full of material of all kinds, as it was 
the central German base for the south- 
ern section of the line and the point on 
which all of their movements hinged. 
For this reason there would naturally 
be a tremendous advantage in taking it 
before it could be thoroughly evacuated. 
The chances of accomplishing this now, 
however, are very small, as the Ger- 
mans are undoubtedly cleaning it out 
of all things of value; 

The main movement, however, does 
not séem to be continuing in the north, 
where it began, but appears to have 
shifted to the south, where the French 
are directing their operations along the 
small single track’ road which runs 
through Lassigny. This town has been 
referred to in some dispatches as an im- 
portant German base. It is not a Ger- 
man base, but it is important. . 

The Lassigny massif, those steep sided 
hills and heavily wooded patches just 
to the south of the town, act as most 
efficient guards to the southern ap- 
proaches to the city. They thus act as 
a barrier to that semicircular bit of 
territory between the allied lines and 
the bend jn the Oise which the Germans 
took in their offensive down the valley 
of the Matz. This territory has now 
become extremely valuable by reason 
of the offensive along the Vesle. For 
this reason the French are expending 
their energy in trying to take it. 

They cannot, without excessive losses, 
force their way northward through this 
maze of forest and hills. But they can 
envelop it and force its evacuation by 
the familiar pincers process. And this 
is what they are endeavoring to accom- 
plish, : 

Needless to say their purpose is thor- 
oughly understood by the Germans, who 
are throwing in reserves hurriedly to 


prevent its accomplishment. In spite of 
this, however, the French have ad- 
vanced their lines to the eastern edge 
of the Bois de Loges, a step of nearly 
two miles toward enveloping Lassigny 
from the north.

Think They Can Do Better Now 
Than in Nieuports — Brave 
Work of Observers.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Aug. - 12.—Against 
great odds that the Germans have 
arrayed against them, our aviators 
along the Vesle front are making a 
brave showing. Report after report 
by chase aviators shows that com- 
bats generally take place behind the 
German lines where the: enemy. air- 
men lurk to fly in large formations 
against our airmen, 

Their organization is such that 
they succeed often in meeting our 
airmen in larger numbers. We have 
our losses, of course, but for each 
American aviator who is lost our 
aviation service has a habit of bang- 
ing at least one boche. 

Since our flyers are being equipped 
with the excellent French spad they 
feel more than ever a match for the 
best Germans, for such are those 
who are opposed to our fliers. They 
feel that they can do more with the 
French Nieuports, which hitherto 
have been the chase machine used 
generally by American aviators. 

There seems to be no shortage of 
German, airplanes. When chase ma- 
chines nf™ke a sally over our lines, in 
hunt for prey, they generally come 
in tens or fifteens. Our fliers gen- 
erally go out in fives. This causes 
many combats in which our fliers 
are outnumbered, but one has only 
to go over the hills back of our linés 
to find that the Germans pay the 
penalty when they meet our fighters 
ini the air. 

To the less sensational, though no 
less hazardous, work of our photog- 
raphers -and observation machines 
tribute must be paid. These airmen 
have large new biplanes, French 
Salsons, which mount four guns, two 
of which are operated by the pilot 
and two by the observer. They often 
go out, unprotected by chase ma-

This brings danger 
from anti-aircraft guns as well as 
enemy aviators. If caught without 
protecting: planes, the observation’ 
machine’s predicament is a sad one. 

Yesterday four of our photo- 
graphic machines were sent out on a 
mission, and, the American chase 
machines being busy on other work, 
they went unprotected. They were 
attacked by enemy chase fliers in 
force, but two came back with the 
photographs they were sent to -get.

Ambassador Francis and his col- 
leagues expressed full confidence in the 

ople of Vologda and declined to go to 

oscow. The Soviet Government then 
refused to provide an engine for a spe- 
cial train to go to Archangel. Tchitcher- 
in telegraphed that Archangel was not 
a fit place for the Ambassadors in case 
of siege, but he was willing to grant 
the use of an engine only on condition 
that the allied embassies leave Russia 
as soon as a ship could be provided for 
them. The allied diplomats accepted 
the condition and started today for 
Archangel. 

In a final message to the Russian For- 
eign Minister, Ambassador Francis de- 
clared he had no desire to leave Rus- 
sia unless forced to do so, and in 
event his absence would be onl 
porary. The Consuls of the allied coun- 
tries, he said, would remain in Russia. 
Tchitcherin said that the departure of 
the Ambassadors would not in the 
slightest alter the relations of Soviet 
Russia with the allied countries. and 
assured the acting American Consul 
General, Mr. Poole, that there was no 
‘reason why the Consuls and citizens of 
the allied nations should not r n 
in Russia. He scouted the idea that 
the departure of the Ambassadors was 
the forerunner of'a rupture between the 
Soviet Government and the Allies. 

The final message sent to Tchitcherin 
by. Ambassador Francis, as dean of the 
diplomatic corps, reviewed the cor- 
respondence that led to the decision of 
the Ambassadors to go to Archangel 
and_ continued: 

.‘* Your message expressing fritndly 
feelings for the people I represent. and 
the desire on your part to maintain 
relations with them is appreciated, but 
you wil! permit me to say that your 
treatment of me as their representative 
does not accord with such expressions.

desire or intention of leaving Russia 
unless forced to do so, and in such 
event my absence would be but tem- 
porary. I would not properly represent 
my Government or the sentiment of the 
American people if I should leave Rus- 
sia at this time. 

. The Allies have never recognized 
the Brest-Litovsk peace, and it is be-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Vologda, 
tellin way Ambassador Francis and 
the allied diplomats left that place for 
the north, gave the State Department 
some information not received through 
official channels. Much of the cor- 
respondence between Mr. Francis and 
the department has never been deliv- 
ered, and many messages received here 
have been so garbled that they were 
unintelligible. 

Reports reaching the department show 
that Mr. Francis has been unable to 
hold satisfactory communication either 
with the department or with the 
United States consular officers in other 
parts of Russia. 

The Fourth of July speech by the

HELFFERICH FEARED DEATH. 


German Embassy Staff at Moscow 
Moved to Pskov for Safety. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 12.—Dr. Helffer- 
ich, the German Ambassador to Russia, 
‘informed the Soviet Government that he 
would move the embassy from Moscow 
to Pskov because ‘he feared for the per- 
sonal safety of his staff, says an offi- 
cial telegram form Berlin.

SAY. TWO U-BOATS 
SANK SCHOONERS 


Shelled Without Warning, Even 
Small Boats, Survivors Assert— 
20 Vessels Reported Sank. 


BOSTON, Aug. 12.—Two submarines 
raided the fishing fleet on George's 
Banks Saturday, and the crews of the 
fishing schooners Oldtime and Cruiser 


were sunk by gunfire without warning, 
according to the crew of the fishing 
schooner Mary Sennett, who were land- 


ed here tonight. The Sennett was also 
su by gunfire, and four shells were 
fired at the boats when they were put- 
ting away, the fishermen said. 

The Sennett’s crew rowed for twenty- 


four hours before they_were picked up 
seventy-five miles off Highland ha 
They. said that they were fired on: - 
out warning, the first shell crashing 
through the schooner’s side just: below 
the water line. She was on her way to 
the Boston market with a heavy catch 
and filled so rapidly the crew had no 
time to save personal effects. 

The Sennett, Oldtime, and Cruise 
were fishing in the same neighborh 
when the Sennett’s lookout noticed two 
submarines several miles away. As the 
underwater boats apparently were pay- 
ing no attention to the fishermen, e 
Sennett’s crew continued fishing, after 
putting water and provisions in the 
boats as a precautionary measure. 

As they kept an eye on the strangers, 
thinking they might be American. bgats, 
one of the submarines submerged: and 
the other took a wide circle around the 
little group of three fishermeéen.. The 
first intimation the fishermen had that 
the submarines were hostile was ‘when 
a@ shell crashed into the side of the Old- 
time. She heeled over and gs 80 
quickly that the Sennett’s crew were 
certain the men could not have escaped. 
At any rate, they saw nothing of them. 

The Oldtime had hardly disappeared 
when a shell dropped alongsidé the 
Cruiser, immediately

went down before the crew had a 
chance to jump for their lives. 

The Mary Sennett’s men aid not wait 
for a similar end. They threw over 
their dories and tumbled in just as a 
shot crashed into her.

AT AN ATLAMNTIC PORT, Aug. 12.—

Attorney General Merton E. Lewis 
called upon the Republican voters of the 
State yesterday to repudiate his oppon- 
ent, Governor Charles 8.

The Attorney 
General maintained that his disclosures 
in the form of affidavits that Hearst 
was the close friend and associate of 
Bolo Pacha and ex-Ambassador von 
Bernstorff made it necessary for the 
Republican Party to demand that Gov- 
ernor Whitman step aside as a candi- 
date. 

**The question is,’’ said Mr. Lewis, 
‘* Will the Republican voters of this 
State tolerate for another hour the can- 
didacy of @ man whose nomination is 
being promoted by Hearst? If this war 
is to be won the seal of condemnation 


must be put upon all who have aided 
or abetted the German cause in any 
way; upon all who have given aid and 
comfort to the enemy, or those who 
have obstructed, hindered, prevented, 
or delayed the operation of the great 
armies of the United States, which are 
now engaged on the fields of France.

CHINA GETS BIG LOAN, 
KEEPS FACT A SECRET 


Contract Signed with Japan for 
80,000,000 Yen Denounced 
: as Sale of Country.

PEKING, Aug. 12.—The contract with 

Japan for a loan of 80,000,000 yen in 
gold has been signed after hesitation by 
the President. The Governments con- 
cerned are maintaining secrecy. In fact 
the Japanese Legation denies all knowl- 
edge, inferring that the transaction was 
unofficial, though a recent statement 
published in Japan shows how the in- 
fterests in China of various banks are 
apportioned. 

The 80,000,000-yen gold notes borrowed 
from the Japanese will be used by the 
Chinese as a reserve for the issue of 
40,000,000 yen notes.’ This issue will be 
conducted by a special organ called the 
Chunghua Trading Company and super- 
vision will be exercised by the newly 
created Currency Bureau. 

The scheme is adversely criticised as 
selling the country to Japan. More- 
over, it violates loan agreements with 
America: and the consortium. 


ACCOUNTS FOR $34,600 FUND 


Mrs. Gavin, Golf Champion, Tells

Mrs. William A. Gavin of 340 Park 
Avenue, the metropolitan woman golf 
champion, who gave exhibitions in golf 
playing to raise funds for the Drake 
Section Sanitaire, called on District At- 
torney Swann yesterday and gave an 
accounting of the $34,600 collected 
through the efforts of herself and her 
husband. The Drake Section maintained 
a training camp for women who wanted 
to go to France as ambulance drivers 
at Bayside, L. I. Miss Ethel Langdon 
Drake, héad of the section, discontinued 
the camp and quit collecting funds after 
an investigation by thé District Attor- 
ney. 

Mrs. Gavin’s accounting shows the 
amounts contributed, together with the 
sale of tickets, were as follows: San 
Francisco Town and Country Club, 
about $10,000; Los Angeles Country 
Club, about ‘$8,000; Waverley Country 
Club, Portland, Oré, about $6,000; con- 
tributed by Drake O’Reilly of the latter 
club, to buy an ambulance, $1.500; Den- 
ver Country Club, about $2,7000; Seattl 
Golf Club, abaut’ $1,700; Spokane Gol? 
Club, about $1,7005-the Del Monte Golf 
Club, (Cal.,) about $1,600. 

The money contributed by the Denver 
Country Club and Mr. O'Reilly were de- 
posited in the Bankers Trust Company,

Further Use of State Organiza- 
tions by Government Suggested 
in a Letter to Secretary Baker. 


CANDO MUCH WAR WORK 


Their Utilization Will Render New 
Machinery Unneceséary, 
President Writes.

The Coungil of National Defense 
yesterday made public a letter -from 
President Wilson to Secretary of War 
Baker, commenting on the work of the 
State Councils of Defénse throughout 
the country. 

The letter was written in response to 
a letter from Secretary Baker as Chair- 
man of the Council of National Defénse 
outlining the past and present work of 
the State Councils, and urging the 
further utilization of their machinery 
by Federal departments and adminis- 
trations. The President’s letter read: 


My. Dear Mr. Baker—~I have read with 
great interest your account of the achiéve- 
ment of the State Councils of Defense and 
your general summary of the ac Hog in 
which they are now en - It is a not- 
able record, and I shall be glad to have 
you express to the Staté Councils my ap- 
rag of the sérvice they have &o use- 
ully réndéred. I am F mheoety | atruck by 
the valué of extending our defense or- 
erenation into thé smallest commuinities 

by the truly democratic character of a 
national System 80 organized. 

I believe in the soundness of your con- 
tention that in the interest of econdémy and 
efficiency such machinery as that provided 
by the State Council system for the exe- 
cution of many kinds of war work should 
bé utilized as far as possible by eae 
departments and administrations. May 
suggest, therefore, that you Setkenientents 
to the heads of aH such departments. and 
administrations my wish that when they 
are considering extensions of their organ- 
ization into the States or new work to 
done in the States they determine caré- 
fully whether they cannot utilize the State 
Council system, thus rendering unnecessary 
the création of mew machinery; and that 
they tranémit all requests for action by 
the State Councils through the State 
Councils Section of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense?

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 12.—Presenting a

EIGHTEEN AS THE MINIMUM AGE. 

The National Association for Uni- 
versal Military Tr&ining spéaks of 
“additional man powér fof our mil- 
itary forcés overseas” as “the 
most vital néed of the hour.” It 
may riot appear sa to some people, to 
many people, we fear, when the 
Alliés in the wést undértake an of- 
fensive, drive the Germans tack for 
several leagues; and také prisotiers.

THE GREATEST OBSTACLE. 

Recent weekly reports have shown 
that the production of coal was dimin- 
lehing éach wéeK instead of ificreas- 
ing.

THE AUSTRIAN SOCIALISTS. 

The Austrian Socialists have never 
been s6 well tamed as their German 
comradés. The bulk “of the party, 
and the party organ, the Arbeiter 
Zeitung, have long been of a strongly 
Bolshevist turn of mind. Last Jan- 
uary, when {t séemed likely ‘ that 
the gompel of Bolshevism might 
actually be spreading westward from 
Petrograd, when there were strikes 
and peace demonstrations in Vienna, 
when the. Austrian Socialists were 
¢6-operating to a certain extent with 
the nationalist movéments, a good 
many people thought of them as a 
possible factor in hurrying the dis- 
solution of the Dual Monarchy, and: 
in bringing about that revulsion of 
feeling among the people of the Cen- 
tral Powérs which so many hopeful 
persons éxpected to bring an easy 
and speedy ending to thé war. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung has now pub- 
lished the answer sent by the party 
éxecutive, through the Dutch Social- 
ists, to the Géclarations adopted at | 
the Intérallied Soctalist Conference 
at London in February. The terms 
of. a just peace as the Inteérallied 
Socialists saw them would be accept- 
ed, on the whdle, by the bulk of 
opinion in any allied sountry. , They 
theant the liberation of oppressed 
péoplés, the virtual destruction ‘of 
the power for evil of the German 
military machine. The Austtan So> 
Gialists admitted that most of them 
were -wholly just, but held that the

4ze them. “The peoples need imme- 
diaté peace;” declared the party exec- 
utive. 

- What kind of a peace? Why, any 
kind of a peace. It had no hope in 
‘a peace with victory, because, which-

which it supported by arguments that 
éntirely disregarded the recent allied 
statements of peace conditions. Nor 
was there ‘any hopé ifi a peace by 
understanding between the opposing 
capitalist Govérnments. That would 
be a little bétter, to be sure; it was 
the duty of Socialists, according to 
the Austrian party, to work for.an 
ivainediate peace by understanding if 
they could get it; but to work for an 
immediate peace, no tiatter whet ité 
tétms, “even if they must fal far 
“ghort of the demands of interna- 
“tional socialism.” Théré should be 
a League of: Nations, with disarma- 
riént; Austria-Mutigary should be-

It i & Clever, impeccably réagoned 
and convinciig document of pith and 
fhortient, that ‘‘ open letter from thé 
Women Voters’ Antt-Siffrage Party ” 
to Mr. Wruson. There must bé a 
good many milliéne of Armiéricané 
who stated and gasped when Mr.

“The opén lettér writers récite truly 
the ésséntially and pérsisteritly anti- 
democratic charactér and methods of 
the Féderal suffrage campaign. It 
is with Legislatures, with Congrésses, 
by buttonholing, by high-mcral tob- 
bying, by fériinine wilé’, by threats, 
by influence and pressure on a few 
hundred législators, thdt thé accor- 
plishéd and iniplacable boosters of the 
Federal Suffrage Amendmént do their 
work. The. people are too niatty, too 
Hard to reach. In State after State 
the people have voted against woman 
suffrage. In State after State legis- 
‘ators have béen wheedled or bull- 
dozed into yielding to the suffrage.

The open. letter writers do well to 
irivite the President’s attention to the 
notorious connection of socialism ard 
woman auffrage, of pacifism and 
woman suffrage.

If 
quéte from hér lettér, in the hope that thé 
térfible séricusness of tite offensé of 
péosintistic lettérs may againi.come home to 
as here: 


Here is a wiatter of great importance 
. which I hope you will preach abdut on ah 
oceasiétis: It i¢ moré than ¢riminal to 
write depressing letters to soldiers: Oné 
of ¢hé boys at thé hospital told me about 
a friend of his who had wWrittén hénié 
régularly trom the front. For somé reason 
the létters wéré not revéived by his famfly. 
86 the boy’s aunt wrete him a letter which 
made fim cry for two days. She told him 
Hie mothét waé sick and distractéd with 
werry about him, and demanded why he 
didn't write. Ien’t it unthinkabie? 

The staté of the mail Sérvice fs well 
known, and the boys certainly deserve to 
eét the benefit of the doubt. Bat, asié¢s 
from the stupidity @nd cruelty of such a 
létter, it is dangerous from a military 
poift 6f view. I have just heard of a 
véty #44 fnstanée Of a mian Whose wife 
wrote him such dreadful. letters abeut her 
tinhdppiiiése that he désérted. He was 
found after serfe timé, and if the uéual 
aénténcée.is carriéd out he will be shot. 

On the other Hand, a good letter is a 
Mfé saver. A mat told mé thé other day 
that Ris ater Had written saying she felt 
terrible té6 have her brothers go t6 wear, 
but thet she would disewn them ff they 
didn’t, anid. né was abéelutely in a glow 
with th¢ spirit she had put into Bim. 

If those of us who write létters to thé 
front. only reglized that we gst thé sword 
inté the soldiet’s hand or strike it from hia 

our personal troublés would not seem 
important to us, pernars.

Miss Julia Emory, Baltimore, was 
swung back and forth against one of 
the iron cages and suffered a wrenched 
back. 

Miss Gladys Greiner, Baltimore, and 
Miss Vivien Pierce, San Diego, were 
thrown upon tables and choked.

NOW FOR THE FALL GARDEN. 


May Prove More Important Than 
War Plots Planted In Spring. 


The Autumn war garden 1s. almost as 
important as the Spring garden, and in 
some respects more so. It is the Au- 
tumn garden that produces the turnips, 
beets, cabbages, and other late vegeta- 
bles that are stored away for Winter. 
Besides, many a gardener will have 
found that his Spring-planted beans, 
beets, chard, &c., have supplied him 
with only enough provender for the 
table, or that the drought of July 
burned up the beans that were to have 
been canned. There is still time to rem- 
edy some of these misfortunes in and 





about New York, if the war gardener 


will get to work at once. 
Weather Bureau observations cover- 
ing many years show that the first kill- 


ing frost may be expected hereabouts 
on or near Oct. 25. The days between 
now and that date are among the best 
of the year for growing. The sun is 
usually hot and moisture is less \likely 
to be scarce than in, midsummer, so 
that seed planted now will germinate 
in a few days, where two weeks would 
be required in early Spring. With a 
little quick-acting fertilizer. applied to 
the rows, such as eep manure or @ 
half-and-half mixture of sheep manure 
and commercial fertilizer, beans, beets, 
turnips, and rutabagas may be made 
to thrive wjthout a moment's backset. 
As to what he may plant, the gardener 
needs: only to have. before him a table 
giving the ‘number of days required for 
the maturing of vegetables, and count 
back the nurhber of days from Oct. 25. 
Thus, bush beans require from 40 to 65 
days; beet, 60 to 80; cabbage, late, 90 
to 130; carrot, 70 to 100; cauliflower 
100 to 130; celery, 120 to 150, corn, 
sweet, .60 to 100; cucumber, 60 to 80; 
kale, 90 to 120; lettuce, 60 to 90; parsley, 
90 to 120; pea, 40 to 80; potato, Irish 
80 to 140, sweet 140 to 160; radish, 20 to 
140; spinach, 30 to 60; squash, bush, 60 
to tomato, 80 to 125; turnip, 60 to 80. 

Hence, bush beans may be planted up 
to Aug. 20, lettuce to Sept. 1, kale to 
Sept. 15, parsley to Oct. 1, peas to Sept. 
1, spinach to Sept. 1, radishes to Sept. 
15, and turnips till Sept. 1, 

The food conserving interests are urg- 
ing that every possible foot of ground 
be kept busy, that the garden be kept 
going till it’s gone. 

As the a vegetables are removed, 
the land should be planted a second time 
to something that will give returns dur- 
ing the Autumn months. Early peas, 
beets, onions, cabbage, lettuce, radishes, 
and Irish potatoes may be followed by 
late crops of snap beans, navy beans, 
turnips, carrots, beets, late cabbage, 
kale, spinach, lettuce, and radishes. In 
many of the milder sections of the 
North such crops as spinach, kale, and 
hardy varieties of onions may remain 
in the. ground all Winter. 

Gardeners uncertain’ of when ‘and 
what to plant in Fall gardens are ad- 
vised to! consult experienced neighbors. 

As soon as the raspberry crop is gath- 
ered, cut out all of the old canes, 
those which have just fruited, and burn 
them so as to destroy any diseases and 
insect eggs or immature insects on them. 
The‘ old canes will*die in a short time 
if left, but in the meantime will rob 
the new shoots of much nourishment. 
When the new shoots reach a height | 
of from three and one-half to four feet, 
pinch out or cut off the growing tip to 
cause the shoots to branch. Cut out, 
also, all the weak shoots, leaving only 
the strong ones 

Give blackberry bushes the same treat- 
ment. 

Clean up the old strawberry bed for 
another year’s fruiting, unless a new 
bed was planted last Spring. If the 
rows have become wide and matted, 
run a ¢ultivator with large pointed 
shovel through the centre of the rows to 
tear out the old plants, but leave the 
young plants at the edge of the row 
to make the new rows. If the matted 
rows are only moderately wide, run 
the cultivator or plow along one side, 
cutting down the row from one side 
only, and leaving the young plants on 
the other side. Either pull out or hoe 
out the weak and surplus plants, leay- 
ing Strong plants from six to twelve 
inches apart in the new rows.’ Mow 
off the leaves of these plants at once. 
New plants will be produced by these 
to make new rows for next year's 
fruiting.

UNDER SABOTAGE ACT 


Manufacturers. Previously, Held 
for Fraud Now Accused of ’ 
More Serious Offense. 


FACE 30-YEAR PRISON TERM 


President of Paper Company, Sald 
to be Enemy Owned, In- 
dicted for Perjury. 


The Federal Grand Jury handed down 
indictments yesterday in which nineteen 
persons interested in the manufacture of 
army raincoats and two corporations are 
eharged with violating the recently en- 
acted sabotage law. In the event of 
conviction the individuals may be sen- 
tenced to serve thirty years in the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary at Atlanta or to pay a 
fine of $10,000 each, or both. These 
are said to be.the first indictments re- 
turned .in the United States’ which 
charge a violation of the Sabotage act. 
They were filed with United States Dis- 
trict Judge Julius M. Mayer, and the 
defendants. will be arraigned beforé him 
for pleading tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock. ‘The Grand Jury returned in- 
dictments a few days ago against twelve 
of the raincoat defendants, charging 
that they had conspired to defraud, the 
Government.
